REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior art of record does not teach or fairly suggest the claimed process of 
making polymetaphenylene isophthalamide fiber by extruding the components in their 
claimed amounts. Specifically, Japanese reference 2001-286743 teaches using 
polymetaphenylene isophthalamide and an inorganic salt but not the appropriate 
amount of them, the polyvinylpyrrolidone of Japanese reference 10-052631, and an 
aprotic solvent as claimed in Applicant's process's extruded composition. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
